Love letters to Charles P. Senter, 
wealthy bachelor, from Mrs. Ella 
Maie Campbell, attractive widow, 
were read in evidence today in 
her suit against him for $200,000 
for alleged breach of promise to 
marry. 

During the 14 years of their as- 
sociation, 1909 to 1923, Senter re- 
ceived “two to threa hundred” let- 
ters from Mrs. Campbell and care- 
fully and methodically filed them 


at his home and offfce. He says 
the correspondence was “one- 
sided”’ as he wrote “very few” let- 
ters, Mrs. Campbell says she re- 
ceived “quite a few,’ but did not 
preserve them. 

letters Brought Into Court. 

Her letters to Senter were 
brought inte court in a fat paper 
file bulging with notes and cards. 
The first te be introduced in evi- 
dence was a Christmas ca sent 
to Senter by Mrs. Campbell in 1909 
when their friendship was only a 
few months old. It simply ‘fered 
the usual] wish for a merry Christ- 
mas, 

Most of the early letters were 
quite formal, ending with some cus- 
tomary closing phrase such as “sin- 
cerely yours” and being signed by 
Mrs. name. In 


Campbell's full 
several of them the writer took 


Senter to 
writing 
of them she asked him 
something about himself, saying his 
letters “are certainly formal and 
stick to the point.’’ 

Says Mrs. Campbell Proposed. 

Senter, resuming his testimony | 
today, declared he had never pro- 
posed marriage to Mrs. Campbell, 
but added that she had proposed to 
him “lots of times.” 

“She asked me to take her many 
times,” he said. “But I told her I 
wasn’t engaged, didn’t intend to be 
and wouldn’t marry anyone.” 

“IT told her this many times,”’ 
Senter continued. “I told it toher 
every time she importuned me to 
mat her, and said I was the only 
one who could make her happy. 
She was constantly after me _ to 
make her happy, but the most I 
ever did was express the hope she 
would be.”

Patrolman Walter R. Lang was 
worried about that “dirty-faced”’ 
robber. Three times this man, 
with mottled mackinaw, his 
soiled overalls and unshaven 
face, had invaded Lang's beat, cen- 
tering at Clayton and Skinker roads 
—when Lang was off duty—and 
each time two of the many filling 
thereabouts “stuck

up.” 

Last night Lang volunteered for 
extra duty. In civilian clothes he 
patrolled his regular beat, and got 
his man. In the big Standard Oil 
station at the brightly lighted in- 
tersection of Clayton and Skinker, 
Lang fought a revolver battle with 
the robber. Today the robber’s 
body is held at the morgue while 
the police and Bertillon experts try 
to establish identification.

“I was standing at the door of

“Then he whirled around and 
fired right at me. The _ bullet 
whizzed by my hand and I ducked 
aside against the wall, and shot 
through the window. 


“Let Him Have It.” 


“He was shot in the leg then, for 
he staggered as he started to the 
the east door. He fired two more 
shots at me and I let him have Ry 

When Lang entered, the robber 
was unconscious en the floor with 
three wounds, one in the head, one 
in the chest and one in the leg. 
Every one of Lang’s three shots 
had taken effect. 

The robber died at City Hospital 
at 10 p. m,. without regaining con- 
sciousness. Under his overalls he 
wore a pair of trousers and in his 
pocket was a cap which he car- 
ried apparently so that he could 
change his appearance immediately 
after a robbery. There was noth- 
ing to identify him except a “Sioux 
City, Ia.” trademark in his hat. 
Bertillon experts are comparing 
finger prints on the theory he has 
a record elsewhere. He was about 
30 years old and his body has two 
old bullet scars. 


Recognized Robber. 


George A. McDonald, manager 
of the oil station, was at the door

$135,000 FIRE ON

Plant of Sterling Hard Wood 
Flooring Co. Damaged by 
Spectacular Blaze. 


Damage estimated at $135,000 
was done in a_ spectacular fire 
which broke out in the plant of 
the Sterling Hard Wood Flooring 
Co.,.3300 North Broadway at 2 p. 
m. today. The fire was confined 
by firemen who responded to a gen- 
eral alarm, to the main building of 
the plant, a 2-story brick structure, 
Damage to the flooring company 
was estimated at $125,000. 

The building also houses the 
Sterling Box Co., a company sepa- 
rate from the flooring concern. W. 
iH. Myers, proprietor of the box 
company, estimated his damage at 
$10,000. 

While the firemen were fighting 
to keep the flames from the lum- 
ber piles and another building of 
the company which occupy the re- 
mainder of the square, street car 
traffic on Broadway was complete- 
ly blocked by hose lines and trains 
on the Wabash tracks to the east 
of the plant were stopped by their 
crews to allow the firemen to lay 
hose lines across the tracks from 
the east. 

B. F. Orr, treasurer of the firm, 
said the building which burned was 
equipped with finishing machinery 
and was stocked with finished hard 
woods of various sorts. He esti- 
mated damage to the stock and 
machinery at $75,000 and damage 
to the building at $50,000. 

Orr said the fire started in the 
rear of the building near a drying 
kiln. He was unable to explain the 
origin of the fire, The heating 
plant is housed in a separate build- 
ing which was not damaged by the 
fire and the drying kiln is heated 
by steam which is piped in from 
the other building. 

The mounting flames and the 
pall of black smoke which settled 
over the burning building drew 
hundreds of spectators from North 
Side offices and homes to the blaze. 
The fire was reported under con- 
trol within an hour after the first 
alarm, 

The building is leased by the two 
concerns from C. A. Allison of Aus- 
tin, Tex., its owner.

“Resolved, That the Secretary of 
State be, and is hereby requested, if 
not incompatible with the public 
interest, to transmit to the Senate 
a copy of the agreement signed by 
Messrs. Kellogg, Herrick and Lo- 
gan during the past week at the 
conference of the allied and associ- 
ated Powers in the World War re- 
lating to the Dawes plan and the 
payment of reparations by Ger- 
many, together with such informa- 
tion regarding circumstances sure 
rounding the negotiation and exe- 
cution of the agreement as may be 
relevant for a full understanding of 
its terms.” 

Hughes already has announced 
that he will make public the text 
of the agreement as soon as it 
reaches Washington, but he has de- 
cline* to discuss publicly details 
of the negotiations.

All other treaties concluded prior 
to 1917 will be revised or abolished 
at a conference to be held shortly. 

Russia and Japan promise to re- 
strain their nationals from acts 
likely to endanger the order and 
security of the other country. Both 
promise to restrain persons in 
governmental service or re eceiving 
eovernmental financial assistance 
from such acts. 

Neither party will permit in its 
territory organizations pretending 
to be the Government of any part 
of the territories of the other party, 
or aliens carrying out activities for 
such organizations. 

The soviet agrees to give coal 
and ojl concessions to approved 

Japanese on advantageous terms 
Pe a period of 40 to 50 years; also 
the right to exploit oil fields. 

The soviet royalties in the case 
of coal will amount to 8 per cent, 
and in the ease of oil from 5 to 15 
'per cent with 45 per cent where 
gushers are brought in. Material 
required for such enterprises will 
be admitted free of duty.

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THE NEW VIRTUE. 

A friend who ts one of that especially 
favored class who have the same difficulty 
getting into Heaven that a hawser has pene- 
trating the eye of a needle, is strong for 
thrift. He organizes ‘“‘thrift weeks” and 
delivers lectures on why people shoulg save. 
He is, of course, a banker. 

Thrift always appealed to the writer as 
a particularly dismal virtue. Life’s span is 
at the average, say 60 years. Twenty of 
these are spent in preparation, 20 in en- 
joying, and 20 in declining—with increasing 
rapidity. During the first 20 hardly any 
one can save, and even could they, it would 
be better to spend any surplus on educa- 
tion. 

The middle 20 years of a man’s life are 
usually those in which his income is great- 
est. It is also the time his capacity for en- 
joyment is keenest. In spite of all exhorta- 
tions to the contrary, man has always re- 
garded the fleshpots as of more desirabil- 
ity than any spiritual blessings. Comfort- 
able homes, good clothes, wine and good 
food, amusement (innocent or guilty), are 
away ahead in popularity. Witness the 
vote in the last election. Witness the ef- 
forts churches are making to fill empty 
pews. It, therefore, follows that the reality 
of life will send us spending when the 
spending will do the most good—to us. The 
only sensible reason for saving is to pro- 
vide comforts for old age. If a reasondble 
surplus exists, it is no doubt wise to lay 
it aside. But why preach thrift to the mil- 
lions whose income is just sufficient to pro- 
vide them with the present necessities and 
a few of the luxuries? 

Does my banker friend want working 
men to forego luxuries now, that they may 
have necessities in their old age? Perhaps. 
I would rather see the hoi polloi have a good 
time now and stick to the good, old, re- 
liable method of depending on their chil- 
dren in old age. They will, anyhow. 

From the viewpoint of a banker thrift 
is an excellent thing. Accumulated savings, 
that may well be placed among the articles 
deposited at 3% per cent and loaned at 6 
per cent, show a gross profit of 2% per 
cent. On billions this provides bankers and 
bankers’ wives and children with a lot of 
nice things. It's easier to let the other 
fellow save than do it yourself. The banker 
has a real reason for wanting people to 
save. It will pay him to make thrift vir- 
tuous. 

Every man should have the privilege of 
becoming his own undertaker. Let him 
spend or save as he wills. But, merciful 
Heaven, protect us from the effort the 
banks are making to establish thrift as the 
new virtue! We have too many virtues 
already.

Beat eggs 
slightly, add sugar and salt, pour 
on slowly scalded milk; strain in 
buttered mould, set in pan of hot 
water. Sprinkle with nutmeg and 
bake in a slow oven until firm, 
which may be readily determined 
by running a silver knife through 
the custard; if the knife comes ovt 
clean the custard is done. During 
baking care must be taken tnat 
water surrounding the mould does 
not reach the boiling point or the 
custard will whey. Always bear in 
mind that eggs and milk in Comb!- 
nation must " cooked at a low 
temperature. ae - custards ar. 
lew four eggs Tone cups of 
milk; for large manned custard, 
6 eggs; if fewer eggs are used the 
custard is liable to crack when 
turned on a serving dish. 

WORRIEL.—Soak the materia! 
which is stained with fodine in 
cold water for half an hour, and 
while it is still wet, cover thickly, 
rubbing in well with wr ae 
and lay in the sun. Or the 
stain be old and eee Phang wet 
the spot with water, rub in ecrys- 
tals of oxalic acid and hold over 
the spout of a bolling kettle, let- 
ting the steam rush through it for 
five minutes.

| T. D.—Before paint becomes 
“dry” it can be removed from 
|cloth by the liberal application | 
| of turpentine or bengine. If the 
| spot is not large, it may be im- 
| mersed in the liquid; otherwise, a 
thick, folded, absorbent cloth 
should be placed under the fabric 
which has been spotted and the 
liquid sponged on freely enough 
| that it may soak through, carrying 
| the greasy matter with it. Some 
skill in manipulation is requisite 
to avoid simply spreading the 
stain and leaving a “‘ring’’ to show 
how far it has extended. When 
benzine is used the operator must 
| be careful to apply it only in the 
absence of light or fire, on ac- 
count of the extremely, inflam- 
mable character of the vapor. Var- 
nish stains, when fresh, are treat- 
ed in the same way, but the ac- 
tion of the solvent may Ppossibly 
not be so complete on account of 
the gum rosips present. When 
either paint or varnish has dried, 
its removal becomes more diffi- 
cult. In such case soaking in 
strong ammonia water may an- 
| swer. An emulsion, formed by 
shaking together 2 parts of am- 
monia water and 1 of spirits of 
turpentine has been recommended.
